2 - There has been talk to the effect that David Greenglass has 
been fearful of the reaction of the Inmates of Lewisburg 
and there is some thought that prior to and at the time of the 
execution there might be repi’isals. It has therefore been decided 
that SA Leo Prutkin shall proceed to Lewisburg tomorrow morning 
after prutkin has been briefed by KcAndrews and Harrington. 

The SAC of the Philadelphia office is to be called and advised 
that SA Prutkin is proceeding to Lewisburg and the purpose for his 
so proceeding. When Prutkin does leave Assistant Director Belmont is 
to be advised. Prutkin will proceed to Lev/isburg and first 
contact the Warden of Lewisburg penitentiary and specifically 
tell the warden that he will be in to see Greenglass every other 
day froi:i now to the date of the execution of the Rosenbergs; that 
he is desirous of having the Warden Immediately Inform him, 
prutkin, of any threats or' problems coming to the '.Garden's atten- 
tion. Prutkin can have the Resident Agent at Lewisburg accompany 
Prutkin on his first interview v;ith Duvld Greenglass. Thereafter 
it fill not be necessary for the Resident Agent at Lewisburg to 
so accompany Prutkin. Prutkin will plan to contact David Green- 
glass every other day or of course if there is a comcelH-rig reason 
as frcQuently as Is necessary. The purpose of Prutkln's contacting 
CreSng 3 a. 9 S is to discuss any problems that Greenglass might be ‘’ v- 
having, be cognizant immediately of any fears that Greenglass 
is having.

At 1 PM on the instant date. Assistant Director BELMONT of the 
Bureau telephonically advised me that the following was the Bureau 
recommendation as to what shoi^d be done relative to the letter dated 
6/11/53 received by the "New York Daily News" and turned over to the NYO* 

He instructed we contact SINDEI HOOK and tell him about the 
letter. He should be told that we are interested in getting the facts 
and the information this man "GRECO" has. HOOK should be told that we 
cannot promise immunity or make any promises. He should be asked 
whether it would be alright with him if we inserted an ad in the "Daily 
News", "Dear Greco - Telephone your friend and make the necessary 
arrangements" • 

He should be instructed that when GRSCO call% the latter should 
be told to come up to HOOK'S office and they would discuss the matter. 

HOOK is to tell GRSC O that he is in no position to promise him immunity 
or pass^^ny ra tters)[^^ IdStt but that he would be glad to put GRECO in 
touch with the prop^'authorities. 

BELMONT said that HOOK should inform the FBI immediately and 
that we are to have agents present when GRECO calls on HOOK and we are 
to identify GRECO. 

HOOK is to be advised that this matter is of strictest confidence 
and is strictly' between the FBI and himself because of the seriousness 
of the allegations and that it is a matter within the jurisdiction of the 
FBI. HOOK should be told that he should not mention this arrangement to. 
anyone else under any circumstances. 


Mr. BEIMONT stated the Bureau wanted to be called on the 
developments relative to the above. 


I immediately called Mr. V/KELAN w^o stated that he felt that the 
egents should first sound out Dr. HOOK tb^cause of his past Comiminist 
activity and that he should be asked immediately after the letter is explained 
to him what advice he would give a man like GRECO who would come to him 
cold and state that he had participated in a Soviet espionage ring and 
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wanted HOOK'S advice as to what GRECO should do. HOOK should also be 
aekevi what he would advise GRECO if the latter asked HOOK for immunity. 

Mr. WHELAN felt that the agents would then be in a position to 
more or less judge the cooperativeness of HOOK. 

He should then be explained the Bvureau’s desires in this ' 
matter and given the instructions as set forth above if that is agreeable 
with him. 


He ^ould be told that in the event GRECO asked him what would 
happen to him , Dr. HOOK could state that ELIZABETH BENTLEY and WHITTXKER 
CHAMBERS had voluntarily come forward and cooperated with the proper 
authorities and they had never been prosecuted. He could state that 
even those who had been arrested and subsequently cooperated had received 
relatively light sentences such as HARRY GOLD and DAVID GREENGLASS. The 
agent should explain to him that he would be speaking factually and would 
not be making any promises in any way. 

. Mr. WHELAN also stated that HOOK should be warned that there was 
a definite possibility that this might be some sort of a hoax in connection 
with efforts by individuals to stay the execution of the ROSENBERSs. 

I immediately requested SA JAMES J. FARRELL to telephonically 
conmunicate with HOOK and make an appointment. 

I telephonically advised SA JAMES E. FREANEX to stand by. 

SA FARRELL stated that he had talked with what sounded like a 
teenage girl at the HOOK residence who advised him that Dr. HOOK was out 
of town in Pennsylvania some place and would not return until 6 PM Sunday 
night, 6 / 1 U/ 53 . SA FARRELL left his home telephone number with the girl 
and requested that Dr. HOOK call this number and ask for JAMES J. FARRELL 
as soon as he returned to New York because it was a matter of grave importance.

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I telephonically advised Assistant Director BELMONT of the above 
who stated that it would be alright to wait until then* I told him that

Warden DENNO £\irther advises that there will “ “ ^ 

be no one permitted on prison property so he feels they 
will have no problem 'alth any crowds gathering. 

The Warden’s garage, which is located on the prison property, but 
outside the prison walls, is a large building with a second floor. He has 
suggested that we could have a leased line run into the garage and could have 
Agents standby at that point. The Warden's office can be reached in less than 
five minutes. from that garage and there is a direct line between the Warden's , 
office and his home. In the event the Agents should go to the prison they 
can enter the prison from the garage through what Is known as Gate 18. By 
going through this gate they would not be observed by newspaper reporters or 
anyone else at the main gate. 

As far as facilities to interview the subjects are concerned the 
Warden has pointed out that on the second floor of the men’ s wing of the death 
house he could provide facilities for such an interview. Electric lights and 
power sources are available and if we cared to, a telephone could be placed 
in that room. Sound equipment can also be brought in. As a matter of fact 
the prisoner- could be Intervleweti there for any length of time and taken care 
of as he could be fed and could ^ep, etc., thus eliminating the necessity 
of him seeing or talking to the other prisoners which would be necessary if 
he went back to his own cell. 
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As far as ElTiEL is concerned there Is no problem at all because 
in the women's wing of the death house at the present time she is the 
sole prisoner so the matter of interviewing her could be taken care of veiy 
easily* 


Ur. HEKNRICH thanked me for this information and then requested that 
we determine and later advise him how mjiny prisoners besides JULIUS are 
presently in the death cell* He also wished to be advised where the death 
chamber is in comparison to where JULIUS and ETHEL will be during most of 
the day or will be located from 6 p*m. on*

At 12 noon, 6/15/53, Judge IRVING KAUFMAN called and in- 
quired as to how long it was contemplated we would maintain a guar^isu"' 
on Judge KAUFMAN and the members of his family. I asked him whethfl^rii*' ^ 
he had any specific reason for inquiring and he stated he did; thaVr 
he had some views on the matter. I, therefore, encouraged him to 
present his views. He stated that usually for about a week after 
the execution the family would be in movirnlng and that they would 
probably be sitting around brooding about the situation. He stated 
that not only would feelings be running high as to the members of 
the family but also as to those persons who either attended the 
funeral or were visiting with the members of the family. He had 
discussed the situation with his wife and they had concluded that 
Insofar as the children are concerned, they feel it would be well .. 
to continue the guard up till June 29, which is the date the children 
leave for camp. He stated that Insofar as his wife and himself are 
concerned, they would leave the question concerning protection com- . 
pletely up to us. 


He stated that in talking with the Director last week, it 
had been concluded that there was no need for his presence in New 
York on Thursday, 6/18/53, and, therefore, he contemplated taking 
himself and members of his family up to the Rosenstell estate from 
Wednesday until the following Monday. He asked that instead of the 
usual three, there be four Agents present. I told him we would plan 
to have four Agents accompany him. He suggested it might be well 
to have MC CAPFREY, ROBERTS, LEEN and MAPFEI. I told him that this 
arrangement would be effected. I also told him that his observation 
would be given consideration and I would let him know what conclusions 
were reached. 


I thereafter telephonicaXly contacted Assistant Director A, 
BELMONT, apprised him of the above, and he stated the matter would be 
presented to the Director for his opinion and that I would be advised. 


Insofar as four Agents accompanying Judge KAUFMAN from Vlednes- 
day on up on the Rosenstell estate is concerned, I desire that the 
above named four Agents be made available, if possible.

I told Mr. Belmont that Warden Denno has advised us that he ■ 
has called the Coast Guard and requested that on the evening of 6/18/53 
they dispatch a picket boat to patrol the river outside of Sing Sing 
and prevent any possible disturbance or demonstration. The Coast Guard ■ 
had advised him that this was a very unusual request and the Warden told 
the Coast Guard that this was a very unusual case.
